Paris, August 17,— Le Claire- pirlnts the 
following from an undeniable authority : 
On tlia night of the depurture of the Ho- 
henzollern fromEnglund the crew was beaten 
to ([Uiirters. They foiind the quarter deck 
illuminated and un altar erected thereon. 

The kaiser stood by the ultar wearing a 
white cliasuble with a crozicr in liis 
hands, nnd a black and white mitre on 
his lieiid. lie read the most warlike pats- 
age from the testanionta aud invited the 
crew to respond. He then preaob^d a 
long scnnoa on the duty of people 16 their 
sovereign. 

At 5 o'clock in tho inotoing the kaiser ap- 
peared on tho bridge in the uniform of a 
liig)i admiral. He ordered the commander 
to retire to his cabin, saying i*!! take 
cliiirge. " ' 

1'he conimaiulcr roplieil respectfully, ob- 
soiving : "We are in a clangeroiia passage 
uiul il in adviH;ible that u siiiior should re- 
main in conniiind. " . 

I'hn kai.ser answered : "NBv6ir|i jnind, 
God will inspire nic." 

Tho commander then retired, the second 
ofilccr remaining. The Raiser unj'rily 
ordered liin) away. Tho olficcr respectfully 
protested tliat his presence was nMessary 
to tho proper management of thKTessel. 
Tlio Kaiser said : M 

" You trouble the spirit of the Goot trhioh 
is in nic. Ttiis is the vengeance of God 
upon yon." 

NVilu iliat be dealt llie ollioer u blow on 
the check. Tlie oflicer grow orimfon, but 
rcniainctl until the Kuiser seized him by the 
throat and tiied to overthrow him. 

In the struggle the Kaiser fell and broke 
his knee cjp, the sailors looked on para- 
lyzed with feir hy tl\e .spectacle. Tlie 
Kaiser howled v.ith pain, foamed at the 
mouth, swore tcrri'ily aud sliowed all the 
symptoms of madness. 

Tlie oHicers briefly consulted together 
and carried their sovereign into a cabin, 
whicli had been carefully padded with mat- 
tresses, Only tlie doctor, Lutliold, the 
Empress, and the men necessary to restrain 
the Kaiser were admitted, until tho injured 
limb had been Iianduged, aud his majesty 
had beeu secured in a straiglit jacket. 

The crisis lasted two or three days. 

THE STORY niSCREDITED. 

London, Ani;. 17. — The extraordinary 
story in Le Claire, of Paria, about the Em- 
peror's behavior on the yacht lloheuzollern, 
is universally discredited. It is merely a 
rehasli, with variations, of a similar inven- 
tion published by the Agcncie Lil.reaux in 
the I'aris papers, a fortuiuhtago, wherein it 
was said the Emperor had taken personal 
command of his yioht, giving I'ho most 
absurd orders to the crew, weal lUg the uni- 
form of an admiral of three or four diirerent 
nationalities evciy day, drinking freely of 
wine, aUppinga lieutenant of marines across 
the face so lliiit tho latter, unable to sur- 
vive the disgrace, went to his cabin and 
blew out his brains, and winding up with 
the Emperor falling on the dock in a 
drunken epileptic 6t, displacing his knee 
cap and bringing on a reeun enci of the car 
tiouble. It was ugainct the publication 
of this tissue of falsehood, aud 
particularly that of the death of 
tlio lieutenant, alleged to have been 
caused by the Emperor's harshness, that 
Chancellor Von Caprivi proposud to remon- 
sliato with the French (iovernment, nnd 
tlial fears were expressed that serious com- 
plications might result, even to the extent 
of the wiilidiawal of tlio German nmbassa- 
dor from I'uria. As to the other feitnrca of 
the concoction of Le Claire, it ii certain that 



the Hohenzollern was not in a dangerous 
position, the day after leaving England, 
while the Empress did nob see tho Emperor 
tmtil a week or more after the accident, 
when she went on board the Hohenzollern 
on bis arrival at Kiel.

— Tho memorial sor- 
vicos of the Into Juines Russell Lowell were 
lioKl to-iliiy ill Westiuinstei- Abliey by 
Canon Farrur. Among those attending the 
»ervip.o was Minister Lincoln. Canon Fiii rur 
delivered tlie oration, paying a brilliant 
tribute to Lowell. He also referred to him 
as the " sacred nuition that bound Englund 
to Aniorioa more closely," anil closed by 
saying : 

" Ue has now passed uwny, loved and re- 
vered by the two mightieat uations of the 
world." 

There is strong reason for believing that 
a statue of Lowell will be placed in West- 
ininsler Abbey in company wilh tliut of 
Loiif^fellow. Already, wliile tlio fiinenil

Wllut l-.as been of Lowell in ICng- 

lanil .since bis death bati b(.en well saiil. 'I'be 
press is friendly in spirit and appreciative, 
if not always sympathetic. Tliu grief of lii.s 
friends is not expressed, nor is it to bo ex- 
preased in print. It must sutEce to say 
that this American was beloved in Eng- 
land more widely than any other American 
of his time ; loved truly and tenderly by 
many persons of many stations.

Tho Queen never made uny se- 
cret of her lilciog for Lowell. He was her 
gnest at Windsor more often than most of 
his colleagues. ,

satlor, but speaking of liini to a third per- 
son, after he bad taken leave of her, she 
gave him the distinction Congress witli- 
Eeld.

HUDSON'S BA Y HAIL W'A Y. 

Tho passago of the Hudsou'a liny Railway 
Bill 13 ail exatnplo of the power of persiat- 
ciico and persovcrance. Tho Hudson's Bay 
Ruilway scheme was strongly opposed from 
its very inception. Its promoters had to 
face difficulties that appeared to be insur- 
niountable. It was contended that Hud- 
son's Bay was not mivignljlo by vessels en- 
gaged in any regular trade, that it is obstruc- 
tod by ico for the grenter part of tho year, 
and that vessels whioh entered might not be 
able to got out of it for a year or more. 
The experimental voyages of the Alert, and 
the Neptune, it was maintained, did not by 
any means dcinonstrato the navigability of 
tho Bay and Strait. The opponents of llui 
achome declared that the road wonld run 
through a country the greater part of which 
18 unproductive now and will always remain 
so. They asserted, too, that as the grain of 
the Northwest would never be taken to 
l'",iiropo by tho Hudson's llp-y route in the 
siune year as that in which it was raised it 
could never become tho outlet for the 
wlieat-produoins districts of the North- 
west. Theao and many other objections 
hod all to bo met, and tho capi- 
talists of Europe and the public 
men of Canada convinced that the route 
would be a feaail>le one, before a dollar could 
be raised for the construction of tho road. 
But tho promoters, the chief of whom was 
Mr. Hugh Sutherland, were indefatigable 
and undismayed. They kept on represent- 
ing the advantages of the road and the 
claims it had on the Government for sup- 
port, until they succeeded in getting capi- 
talists to take hold of it, and in prevailing 
Mpon the GovcrnmeDt to give it their sup- 
port. Their greatest difficulties being over- 
come, they will doubtless now go ou with 
the work of construction energetically. 

We see by the speech which tho I'remier 
made in support of the bill, in its passage 
through the Senate, that the Company are not 
t.o have one dollar of the subsidy until the 
-qoad is constructed to the Saskatchewan. 
As far as that river, and for some distance 
on the other side of it, the road, we under- 
stand, passes through a fiue agricultural 
and pastoral country. Its construction will 
therefore promote tho settlement of that 
.part of tho Northwest. Tho unproductive 
•country, it is said, is between the 
•"Saskatchewan and the shores of Hudson's 
Bay. As the company has received the aid it 
masked for, it will soon be seen whether the 
■objections of the opponents of tlie road are 
■valid or not. It will not build tlie road to 
Hudson's Bay until its projectors have 
nalisfied themselves beyond a peradventure 
that the Hudson's Bay is navigable for 
wheat-laden ships. The route to Europe, 
by way of Hudson's Bay, if established, 
will effect a wonderful change in the 
Northwest. When Winnipeg is brought as 
near to Liverpool as Montreal now i.H, we 
may o.tpcct that the Nort Invest will till up 
with great rapidity. The changes conse' 
quent upon peopling that immense region, 
it is impossible even to imugino. The men 
•who succeed in establishing a route from tlie 
Northwest to Kuropo, via Hud.son'H Bay, 
will confer an incalcblablo benefit u])oii, 
not only that part of tho Dominion but 
. upon the whole of the British Empire. 



TTi E CO VEny^f EX rs co ui:se. 

The Liberal newspapers, great and Email, 
are doing their best to create the impres- 
sion that the (Jovernmeat are not desirous 
to find out the whole truth with respect to 
the frauds and the irregularities whioh are 
being investigated by parliamentary com- 
niitteea. 'J'hey also accuse the (Jovcrninent 
and its suppoi ters in llu; House of Coiiirnoiis 
of endeavoring to screen tliu guilty and of 
assisting them to escape punishment. Tliey, 
indeed, seem to take for granted that Con- 
•aervatives generally are ready to condone 
the olTences of members of their own 
party. 

This is not tru e and not in accordance 
with facta tliat are known to every one 
who reads the newspapers intelligently. 
'The' Liberal censors of tho Government 
and its supporters appear to have forgotten 
that tho member chielly instrumental iu 
bringing the contract scandal t9 tlio atten- 
tion of Parliament is a Conservative, and it 
is now no secret that in taking proceeilinga 
in Parliament against the parties accused he 
■was encouraged and supported by influential 
Conservatives. Mr. Israel Tarto had no 
dUBculty in getting hia case referred to the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections. 
When before that Comniittoo no one can say 
with the least appearance of truth that tlicre 
was the slightest attempt ou tho part of 
Any member or any supporter of the Gov- 
•ornment to stifle enquiry. On the contrary, 
•every facility was alforded the coiiiniittce ; 
and tho attitude assumed by .Sir .lolui 
I'hompson was ho impartial and so helpful 
SLU to e.xtoi t a cDinpliment from oven the 
Toronto (ilobc. 

When it was proved that any official, 
high or low, Contorvatlve or Liberal, had 
been guilty of improper conduct, or derolio^ 
ibion of duty, ho was swiftly and sovorely 
f unUbod. I'erley, Burgees, Arnoldi and 



the other civil servants were all treated 
alike. They were made to feel that the 
Government would not keep" in its service 

men who had betrayed tho trust reposed in 
them or violated their oath of office. 

When many of tho men who had been 
proved guilty of corrupt conduct and grsve 
irregularities had boen severely dealt with 
by the Government, and the investigation 
was still going on, the Premier took occasion 
to make the following very significant and 
emphatic declaration of the Govornnient's 
intentions with regard to the persons ao^ 
oused of wrong-doing: — 

'I would ask the hon. gentlemen oppo- 
site to join with us In trying to find out 
what tho facts arc about this allef^od ras- 
cality. We ask them to give us the benefit 
of their experience in this enquiry, to assist 
us in ascertaining tho facts and placing 
them before the public, in order that they 
may be dealt with properly, and, if found 
guilty, that suininury veugeanco may be 
exercised upon those who are found guilty 
of appropriating publii; money — stealing — 
be they high or low. THAT IS THK, Dl^ 
TKHMIN'ATION OF THIS GOVERN^ 
MKN'T an(i this side of tlie House, and I 
appeal to my lion, friends opposite to assist 
us in an en(iiiiry of a preuisely similar kind 
to that which 'n proceeding in another place 
on a subject wbic!-. is legitimately before 
U3, and help us to probe that encjuiry to tho 
bottom, and then join us in punishing the 
guilty afterwards. " 

What could be clearer or more delinito 
an thi.4 ■; If t!i'! (iovernincnt acts up to 
this declaration — and it has already shown 
tlmt this Is Its intention — It will satisfy its 
friends and will tako from its opponents all 
legitimate caiiso of complaint. We believe, 
too, that such a course as tho Premier out- 
ineil in tho passage wc have quoted will be 
satisfactory to the people of this Dom'uion. 
What the country wants is to sec the guilty, 
aud only the guilty, punished. Canadians 
have no desire to confound the innocent 
with the guilty. They are not so unreason- 
able as to believe that, because some nieu 
connected with tho Government have been 
criminally careless or unfaithful, all its 
members und all its servants arc not fil^ to 
be trusted. They do not condemn all for 
tho olTences of a few. 

Wo believe that the Goveriiiiieut, if it 
continue us it has begun, will deserve and 
will retain the confidence of the peoiile of 
this Doiniaion. Mr. Abbott's administra- 
tion aud tho men who support it are now on 
their trial. The people are waiting to see 
how they will act. We feel confident that 
they will fully realize the expectatious of 
their true friends, and by showing that they 
will not countenance cvil doing in any ttr- 
vant of the people, b; ho high or low, dis- 
appoint and confound their enemies. 



INCORRUPTIBLB. 

There are people who are fond of saying 
that every man has his price. You have 
only to offer enough, they say, to make the 

boit of men or the most virtuous of women 

your own. Sometimes It seems as if there 
was too much truth in this cj'iiical estimate 
of liumau virtue. But, now and again wc 
licar of men aud women who would not do 
what they believe lo bo wrong or dishonor- 
able for any earthly consideration. A man 
of this kind died at Poland Springs, Mo., 
on Wednesday last. His name was (ieorge 
Jones, and he was a newspaper proprietor. 
This journalist bearing a plebeian naine 
gave tho very best proof that ho was in- 
corruptiole^ Ho was one of the proprietors 
of the New York Times and its managing 
editor. Boss Tweed and his gang of bood- 
lers flourished iu those days, aud to George 
Jones Is due the credit of exposing their 
Iniquitous doing-i. Ho did this, too, after 
refusing the greatest bribe lliat, we sup- 
pose, was ever offered to any man in any 
position. This is how the story is told in 
the sketch of the life of George Jones that 
appears in Va6 San Francisco Chronicle of 
the 13th inst: — 

" While uames O'Brien was SberiGf of 
New York County he got a place in the 
Controller's office for a protege of his named 
Copeland This man had charge of the 
city and county ledgers. He haw enormou-i 
sums of money passing through the tlepart- 
meiit, and, suspecting that something was 
wrong, he made a transcript of the ligtircs 
and showed them to O'Brien. O'Bricji had 
no love for Tweed at this time, aiul be took 
the ligures, with all liis eiideiicc, to a 
New ^'()rk daily ncw.^^paper fi,r piiblic-ition. 
The jiipcr I'xainined the nialtcr and re- 
turned it. 'J'hcn O'Brien took his figures 
and other e- idences of fmud to Mr. .loncs. 
The Times decided to ])uldi.sk. the figures 
and make a full exposure of the ring's 
stealings. When this deterniiiiatioii was 
coniiiiuiiicated to O'llrieii he took away the 
paper-, but Ijrought them liack in a few 
weeks, and told Mr. .loiies to go ahead 
w ith the puldic aiou. O'lh icii never 
iiiiidi; !iny u.iiulilion as to the pul'lication, 
nor ili'l lie a.ik for any couipen^al ion f(ir 
furnishing the proofs ol tlie Twei'd fraiiils. 
By some means, unknown lo] Mr. Jones, 
Tweed learned that the proofs of his guilt 
were in the hands of the Times. Ho sent a 
man to Mr. ,Jone3 and ollered to buy the 
paper at any valuation that might be put on 
it. This offer was made in cash, to be paid 
at once. Mr. .loncs replied that ho did not 
propose to sell his paper at any price. Then 
Tweed's emissary informed liiiii that that 
ho could accept or do worse. 'J liis conver^ 
Billion occurred iu Mr. Jones' office in tho 
Times building. Shortly thereafter .8. law- 
yer, who was a tenant iu tho same buituing, 
sent for Mr. Jones to come to his office, aa 
he wielird to see him on an important mat- 
ter. Thinking thai tho business pertained 
to the building, Mr. Jones went to the law- 
yer's oflice, and being ushered into a private 
room, was confronted by Kichard B. Con- 
nolly, the CoiitroUor, and Tweed's jiartiicr 
in crime, (,'oiiiiolly m.ide a blunt offer 
J.-i, 000,000 to him tu forego Ihc puliliealion 
of tlio docuiiiciitH ill hia jioiiHessioii, but 
.loiies refuseil it, and gave the news to Ibo 
world lhat showed how tho city had been 
robbed, and which resulted in driving the 
thieves into prison or exilo. " 

If tho citizens of Now York do not erect 
a slRtue in honor of this honest and true^ 
hearted journalist tacy are most ungrateful, 
and they do not appreciate public spirit, 
manly independence, and sterling honesty.

Altliough I wai, and am still, oonrlncod that 
at tho last e.xatnln.ition— which was lield be- 
fore tho now tichool Act camo in force and 
when tno Council of Instruction had no oxla- 
tcnco— gross injuallco waa done to puiiila hj 
examiners, yet 1 thought it would not be desir- 
able to compel the pupils of the second and 
third divisions to subaiit to a ro-oxaminatlon 
on the many subjeotti laid down in tho courts 
of itudy. I. therefore, wrote to the auporln- 
tondont requesting him to send mo the ollleial 
list ot pupils promoted from tho different divi- 
ntons, and, in complying with Uds request, tha 
Suporintondent thought it proper to inform 
mo, as ho had previously informed the Trus 
teoa. that the recent promotions had been 
made by me with his approval. 

In tIuw of this oxtraor Unary 8tatemen^, I 
desire to again inform IhoTruatoos that 1 hud 
nothing wnnteror to do with the promotions. I 
fall to SCO how a .Suporintcndenl who did not 
exandno tho papers himself but relied solely 
on tho "into'/nty andability" ot oth ;'- examin- 
ers, can, with propriety, state tlial tho jironio 
tions wcro made by mo with his apiiroval. 
when ho ia well aware that the qucaliona were 
Mut prepared nor were tho answers ofllcially 
examined by mo, and that ever since tho ox- 
ftinination 1 have boon trying to got justice 
duno to tho pupils 08 well as to myself.

RKPOUTS. 

The committee appointeii to visit the 
ward schools reported through its chairman,' 
Trustee Jessop, regarding tho attendance at 
each of them, and recommeiuled several 
changes. Additional rooms were recom- 
mended to be built as speedily as possible at 
the Jamea Bay, Spring Ridge and Hillside 
schools, and that another teacher or moni- 
tor be appointed to cash school. The com- 
mittee also recommended that as the at- 
tendance at the Victoria West school was 
not so great as to overcrowd it, that the 
proposed improvements to it bo de- 
ferred until spring. Regular scav- 
enger service was urged for encdi 
school, and ladders were recommended 
iu accordunoa with the fire regulation 
by-lawH. Tho ventilation was also con- 
demned by the committee and its iniprove- 
tnent urged. 

The comniitt(!e recommended that a suit- 
able aim for a school be tecuicd and that, 
as soon as poa-iible, a brick ami si one build- 
ing, capable of accomnindatiiig T.'il) or 1,000 
pupils, be erected ; a tliorouglily efiicient 
giadeil Hcbool ealahlialied in James Hay 
ward, and also a similar Hchool 
in .lolinson atreet ward. The commit- 
toe cousidcrt'il that the P.^arrl of Al- 
dermen should lie mnniorializiiil lo reserve 
all city pi'operty in .Limej Bay wanl for 
school purposes, and that otlier city proper- 
ty fihould be applied to tho same object. 

The report was received anh adopted. 

RESOLaTIONS.

West Hcliool and Ihu now suhoul, as provided 
tor in tho estimates ; 

Do it, theroforo. resolved, that tliia Board Is 
of tho opinion tliat it is adviaablo tho Pro- 
vincial Uovornmont bo applied to for pormls- 
siim to placo tho additional teaehora, provideil 
for in tbo listlniatos for Victoria West and a 
now school, in tb.o ward schools mentionod 
above ; * 

And, also, that a copy of tho report ot tho 
couiuittoo on seliool aceominodation bo for- 
warded to tho Provincial Govornnient, together 
with a copy of this resolution, 

The opening of tho tenders for tho now 
addition to Yiotoriu West school was de- 
ferred for one week, and tho seorotary waa 
ordered to instruct Architect Mallandaiiio 
to that ellect. 

The Board then adjourned, until next 
Monday evening.

Arrival of the Steamer Queen from 
the North, Yesterday 
Morning'. 



Distinguished Tourists Who Made 
the Trip— Latest News from 
the North. 



One of the most diatinguiaheil partiea 
■Miaking the Alaska toiir thi3 season was on 
tho Bteiinior Queen, urriving from the 
I<orth, yestenhiy. Thoro were 2,'!.") passen- 
yers, inchidini; such dislinguiahej people as 
U. S. Circuit Judge Henry C. Caldwell, of 
Arkansas ; U. S. Oiatriet Judge Moses Hal- 
Icck, of Colorado; Judge Licbtonbcrg, of 
tho Superior Court of King County (Seat- 
tle), Wash.; Sir Richard Musgrave, of Vic- 
toria; Attorney-General Johnson, of Alas- 
ka; Prof. Julius D. Drehor, of RoanoUo Col- 
lege, Vii. ; K. 1! ICwiug, Clerk of tho .Su- 
preme Court of Missouri; Ceneral Joliii 
Gibbous, of tlie U. S. Army, and dauylm-r; 
Hon. CornnliiLs IJi^jlgus and wife, of Mon- 
tana, Dr. II. H. Muild, the eminent Kur- 
geon, and family, of Ht. Louis, Mo. ; Miss 
K. H. Scidm'ire, the uutlioresH.of Washing- 
ton, U. I'. ; llou. II. .S. Van Do Carr and 
many otiiers. 

It was Ibe last trip "f the pdhilial cccur- 
slon .steamer this .suason. The only badilay:; 
encountered during the voyage were those 
at this port. Hotli going and coming, while 
at Victoria, the rain was pouring douii. 
Notwithstanding this, many of the tourists 
enjoyed the delay here and visited the War- 
tpite in dock and other ))laces of interest. 

The passage was a iltilightful one, and 
the big crowd of excursioidsts had a most 
enjoyable time, nothing occiiri iiig to mar 
their pleasure. So delightful the weather 
and so smooth Ihe water, all the way up 
ami down, that it was impossible, without 
laying oil', to prevent gaining time. The 
Queen arrived dowi^on fciaturday and spent 
that day at Anacortes. Sunday was pass- 
ed iu Port Towiisend, and Victoria was 
reached on schedule time yesterday 
morniDg. 

ALASKAN XOT£S. 

The citiiicua of Sitka held a meeting 
that was largely attended, on Thursday, 
August Gth, to take action relative to the 
townstto law for Alaska passed at tho last 
session of Congress. Mr. Henry E, Hay- 
don, who addressed the meeting, advised 
holders of proporty to treat tho act 
with silenne on the ground that it 
would be bettor to rely upon personal pos- 
session us regards ownership than to take 
any step looking towards compliance with 
the law as it now stands. A committee con- 
sisting of Messrs. lid. de tiro IT, Peter Call- 
sen, George Kostrometinofl', James Shields, 
and John Haulan, was appointed to ascer- 
tain the best and cheapest method to pur- 
a'le in the application of tho law to Sitka. 
The coininittce was ordered to report at a 
future meeting to bo called. 

Two exteusivG mining enterprises are now 
successfully under way in Alaska. They 
are near J uneau City, and luive been suc- 
cessfully developed by means of tunnels ex- 
tended through the rivers confining the 
auriferous deposits known as Shuck and 
Silver How Basins. They have given the 
most satisfactory results, and given a great 
impetus to the inauguration of similar 
operations. Valuable ileposits are known 
to e.xist all along that portion of Alaska, 
the South-eastern coast. 

U. S. S.S. Pinta was at Sitka on August 
Gth, and brought back (iovernor Kuapp, 
who had visited the striking Indians, at 
Chilcat. Tho Siwashes would not listen to 
the governor, but were informed by Cupt. 
Farenholt, of tho Pinta, that if they made 
any disttirbance the Pinta would assist the 
civic authorities in punishing them. Tfiis 
had its eireut on the Indians, and no further 
trouble is anticipated. 

Hot weather has prevailed at all points 
in Alaska and has caused a great deal of 
inconvenience. 



JBURNED TO THE WATER'S EDGE. 

A Steamer Filled Wltb San Jatn Lime 
Destroyed at 8eatU«. 

As the steamer Rapid Transit reached tho 
middle Seattle harbor, Friday night, 
headed for her dock, spontaneous combus- 
tion among 2,300 barrels of lime loaded in 
her hold created a Sre and caused the boat 
to become almost a total loss. It was about 
o'clock at ni{;ht. The flames burst forth 
from the vessel's hold, and a wild run to the 
dock was made for sdd. The steamer was 
headed for the Jackson street slip, and the 
engine was driven under every pound of 
steam it could carry. Kvery man of the 
crow stoori to his post, although it looked 
impossible to gain the dock, so tierce 
were the llames and so rapid their 
])rogress. She st: tick the end of the dock 
iu ten miiuitcs and whistled for aid. 
Flames were shooting into tho air 
from every part of the boat, and 
all the craft in the harbor echoed 
the alarm until ibcre was a perfect 
babel of shrill whistles. The fne depart- 
nient wor(t i>rom[jtly ut hand, and the lire 
engines on shore and the powerful lire buat 
Snoqualniie soon bad a perfect deluge of 
water pouring into the doomed steamer. 
The llames were soon subdued, but the 
faster the water was poured into the hold of 
the vessel tho faster the lime slaked and 
burned and steamed. The fight to subdue 
the flames lasted all night, and the steamer 
was finally sunk on the beach, where she 
can be raised at low tide. 

The cargo, lonsisting of 2,300 barrels of 
lime and .'iUU sajks of oats from San Juan, 
was a total loss. It was worth about 
-$5,000. The boat was valued at S15,- 
000, and the loss to her was fully 
§10,000. She was built a few months ago 
at Port Townseod for the fieighl tra.le, 
and was engaged in hauling lime between 
.San Juan Island and tho Sound cities. She 
was owned by Capt. Frank McDonald, and 
•several others.

Granting the Right aii4 Privilege of Erect- 
ing, Coustructini^ Maintaiiiinp, and 
Operating a District Telegraph .SyBteui 
ill the City of Victoria, Province of 
British Columbia, to the Undermen- 
tiondd Persons and their Assigns. 

Hk it Enacted by tho Mayor and Council of 
the Corporation of the City ot Victoria aa fol- 
lows :— 

1. That Benjamin Springer. James Van Bra- 
mor, and Jonallian Miller, of Vancouver, Pro- 
vinco of British Columbia, and J. Sinclair 
Blackott, of Victoria. Province ot British Co- 
luralila, and their assigns (hereinafter called 
tlie Grantees) bo and they are hereby granted 
tor the period ot Fifty Voars the right and 
privilege of erecting, conatructing, and main- 
taining and operating, and using in, aloug, and 
over, and nndar any and all tiJO-Btreets ot tho 
City of Victoria, what Is known as the District 
Telegraph System. 

2. Tho said Grantees shall have tho right to, 
and shall orcct tho poles and stretch tho wires 
of their said Telegraph System so as not to in- 
torforo but as littio as possible with tho tre«a 
and unobstructed use ot the streets for travel, 
and shall erect the poles ot tlielr telegmphs at 
such points in the Streets, and place the wires 
ot.their telegraph at such points and at such 
heights as shall be designated by tho Street 
Committee ot tho said City. The said poles 
shall bo dressed and painted in a neat and 
satisfactory manner, and shall not bo less than 
thirty m feet in height, and properly propor- 
tioned throughout, subject to tho direction and 
control of tho Street Committee ot the said 
Corporation. 

3. That whenever it shall become necessary 
for tho erection or repair of such Telegraph 
System by digging into or in any luaunor inter- 
fering with any pubiic street or any part tliuro- 
of, the grantees and their as-iigns sliull have 
the rigWt so :o do, anil shall wii lionl ilelay put 
the streets in as good conilition as it was be- 
fore it was so broken up, dug, or disturbed, 
and shall remove from tho Hlreol all surplus 
sand, earth, ruljbisb, or other uuiterial caused 
tlicreby, and in doing sucii work shall do the 
mmo to the complete satiafaclion ot tho City 
Surveyor. 

I. That whenever any porson or por.'-Oiv=;. 
Coinjiany or Corporation, shall liave oljtaiiied 
permission of the Corporation to remove nuy

Klructure, or eililii'o, an<l if the satd Grant ees 
shall iicgk'ct or ri.-fnsi) upon such notice to 
raise or ■uiovo Hueli line iir lines, 1 lie H.iid 
line or lines shall be reniovod or raisiMl by t he 
city Surveyor, at the expurise of the said 
grantees, BO a^ to admit ot the tree passage of 
such building, or other odiSce or structure. 

!). That whonovor It shall ho necessary in 
grading any street or alley ot the said city, or 
in building any sidewalk, or maUng any oilier 
iiiiprovemont thereon, to remove any p?de or 
poles belonging to t lii! said grantees, or on 
which any llnii or lines, wire or wires, belong- 
ing to the said grantees, shall be strelcliod or 
fastened, the said grantees shall, upun receiving 
twenty four hours' nollco from the contractor, 
or other person liaving charge of such grading 
or oilier iinprnveuioiit , remove such pole or 
poles, and it the said grantees, upon such 
notice, rotuse or ncRlcot to novo such polo or 
poles, then such polo or polos shall be removed 
by tho City Surveyor, at tho oxponso of t ho 
said grantees. 

0. Tiiat it shall be unlawful for any person, 
unless aulliorized by llu! said grantees, to in- 
terfere, meddlo with, injure, or removo any of 
tho telegraph polos, wires, boxes, or apparatus 
belonging or appertaining to tlie said telegraph 
system i provided, however, that the polos and 
otbor apparatus ot tho said grantees may be 
removed is the manner provided in section 6 
hereof. 

7. That tho said grantoo.s horoby agree and 
covenant to indonini'y tho corporation of 
tho City of Victoria from any inlury 
arising from, or any ciiaualty or accident to 
porson or proporty, by reason ot any neglect or 
omUalou to kuup Iho said poloa and wires in a 



sate condition, and for all valid- claims against 
said city tor domagOrOaus^d.lby^the saiC^polcs 
or wires, or by any ^rorks, alterations, or re- 
pairs,' or improvements, in connection with the 
works heroin contemplated. 

8. That tho Corporation of tho City of Vic 
toria reserves tho right to repeal or amond this 
by-law wlionevor, in tho judgment ot tho 
Council ot tho said city, an amendmont or re- 
peal is necessary, having duo regard, however, 
for tho vested rights ot tho parties hereunder. 

9. In tho construction of tho works heroin 
contemplated, tho said Grantees shall (if 
authorized so to do) uso the poles in tho prin- 
cipal streets of tho city at present used by tho 
Telophono and Victoria Electric Illuminating 
Company, so as to avoid tho erection of any ad- 
ditional poles on the said streets. 

10. That the saiid company shall fllo theac- 
coi>taiico ot tho conditions hereof and coin- 
inonco tho work of construction within six 
moullis from tho final passage hereof, other- 
wise this by-law shall bo null .uid void. 

11. This bylaw shall take eirect and boot 
force upon tho llllng of the said Hccoptauco, 
and from and after tho same shall have been 
published forsoven days, 

12. That the Grantees shall, whenever or- 
dered by tho Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria, place their wires underground, and in 
respect of removing and so placing thoir wires 
underground shall have no claim upon tho 
said (Jorporation in rospeot ot vested rights or 
olliorwiso.
